THE TRACTOR BINDER. 


A ONE-MAN OUTFIT, 


At the Albert Agricultural College, 
yesterday, keen interest was taken by a large 
gathering of farmers in the working of the 
McCormick-Deering tractor binder. This is 
one of the greatest advances in the develop- 
ment of harvesters which has taken place in 
recent years. It has been introduced by the 
International Harvester Co., and comprises 
a power take-off shaft; by means of which 
the tractor draws the binder and also sup- 
plies the motive power for driving the 
mechanism of the _ binder. Hitherto the 
motive power was derived from the main 
wheels, and under bad weather conditions 
heavily laid crops resulted in the main 
wheel of the binder slipping when an extra 
load came upon the binder attachment. In 
the tractor-binder this possibility is entirely 
eliminated. The power of the tractor is 
sufficient to drive the binder under all con- 
ditions of land surface or. difficult crops. 

A feature of importance is the special set 
of. levers placed in front of the binder 
within easy reach of the operator, thus 
making the entire outfit a one-man proposi- 
tion. Another feature in the power-take-off 
attachment is the safety clutch device, which 
attracts the operator’s attention directly a 
stone or other obstruction is encountered. 


ENSURING A PURE MILK

For some time past the British Government 
has had under consideration the question of 
reviewing the Tuberculosis Order of 1914. 
After consultation with the Ministry of Health 
the Ministry of Agriculture has issued an 
Order containing provisions similar to those 
of the 1914 Order. The new Order comes 
into force on the Ist September next, that 
being the date on which the Milk and Dairies 
Consolidation Act, 1915, in England and 
Wales, ,and the Milk and Dairies Act, 1914, 
in Scotland, will take effect. Both these Acts 
prohibit the use, for the production of milk, 
of any cow which is giving tuberculosis milk 
or is suffering from tuberculosis of the udder 
or tuberculosis emaciation. The Order will 
compel the slaughter of all such cows and 
any other bovine animal which may be suffer- 
ing from tuberculous .emaciation or from a 
chronic cough and showiag definite clinical 
signs of the disease. 

The new Order represents the most that is 
practicable at the present time in the direc- 
tion of “securing thé “eradication of bovine 
tuberculosis, and in contributing to the pro- 
duction at the source of a milk supply free 
from bovine tubercle bacilli,

INCREASING THE ‘GRAIN 
YIELD. 


ELECTRO CULTURE. 


An mereased yield of 20 por cent. on the 
average may be expected when certain spring 
sown cereals are subjected to high tension 
electrical discharge. This was the experience 
of the Electro Culture Committee as the re- 
sult of field and pot experiments carried out 
in England since 1918. The results obtained 
in 1 from pot-culture experiments at 
Rothamsted Experimental Station were so 
striking that the Committee decided to dis- 
continue temporarily the field work and to 
concentrate for a time on pot-culture, small 
plot and laboratory work, with a view to 
ascertaining the most suitable periods and 
the most suitable hours of the day for the 
discharge. The results of the pot-culture 
and small plot experiments in 1923 confirmed 
the results of the pot-culture experiments «f 
1922, viz., that electrification for one month 
of spring sown cereals may be more effective 
than electrification for the full time (June to 
August). 

The programme of work for 1924 was con- 
fined to pot-cultures at Rothamsted, and 
small plot experiments at Rothamsted and Lin- 
cluden, on the lines of those conducted in 
1923, with the addition of investigations deal- 
ing with the effect of the discharge over 
smaller periods than one month and the 
effect of varying the strength of the current, 
since no knowledge was available of the lower 
strengths of current that are effective. 

The results obtained last year confirm 
those of 1922 and 1923. It is again very 
noticeable that in the electrified plants the 
increase in grain yield is relatively higher 
than that of total yield (straw plus grain). 
A relative decrease in total yield may 
even be associated with an increase 
on grain yield. For example, the third 
month’s electrification plot at  Lin- 
cluden gave a decrease of 7.2 per 
cent. total yield (straw plus grain) and an 
increase of 33.2 per cent. grain yield over its 
corresponding control plot. In the pot-cul- 
ture experiments the greatest increase of 
grain yield was 21 per cent. over that of the 
control, while in the small plot experiments. 
the greatest increase was 51.6 per cent. The 
Committee has decided to conduct further 
pt Page in the technique of electrification 
Lefore undertaking large scale field experi- 
ments.

LICENSING OF BULLS.

THE RUT OF ISOLATION. 


WARNING TO FARMERS. 


Farmers in 1923 and 1924 felt themselves 
to be so much the sport of fate that a settled 
depression has overtaken many of them. 
The results are seen in a tendency in some 
districts to fault the Government for not 
“doing something ’’—what is not always 
clear. The majority of farmers, however, 
are too thankful for the recent good weather 
to waste any of it in grumbling. Indeed, so 
buoyant a spirit have we found, that it seems 
some farmers may forget that, whilst weather 
is a disconcerting factor in farming, other 
points are worth consideration. Amongst 
these are the effects upon the farm of educa- 
tion or the want of it, organisation or the 
absence of it. Ig this Tiegttfalnies the 
benefit of experiences lately felt, and felt the 
more vividly because, under adverse weather 
conditions, may be lost, It may therefore be 
wis? to sound a note of warning lest the 
natural reaction towards optimism. may 
carry the farmer into the opposite type of 
fatalism, by inducing in him hopes for the 
impossible. 

Not that such hopes are liabl : to last long. 
Nature takes care of that. Of course there is 
much that the farmer must do for himself 
and by himself alone. ) 

Tí he is sufficiently well educated, both in 
the theory of good farming and the practice 
of it, he may continue to plod along, even 
without co-ordinated effort, until he comes 
to the business of marketing. 


Need for Organisation. 


Our concern just now, however, is to point 
out that, if organisation is not adopted by 
farmers, then more intensive education must 
take its place. We can illustrate what we 
mean by reminding our readers that the 
Minister for Agriculture recently gave it as 
his opinion that wrong treatment of cattle 
cost the country more in the last two winters 
than fluke disease. From inquiries we have 
since made we are satisfied that, in some 
parts of the West of Ireland at least, this is 
education—or, if the word be preferred, the 
true. But when we come to ask how the 
teaching—necessary to combat this wrong 
treatment is to. be made practical and effec- 
tive within a brief time, the answer is not 
easy. Let us put side by side two sets of 
experience communicated by farmers in a 
South-Western countv. On one of these 
farms it was found that hand feeding, 
housing, careful treatment brought the cattic 
through a damp winter in health, and with 
none of the losses encountered on neighbour- 
ing farms. On the other, less than four 
miles distant, two lots of calves were brought 
through the winter under opposite conditions. 
One lot was ho and specially tended, the 
other left out to get “the run of their 
teeth.” And of these two lots the specially 
pg beasts fared worse than the ‘‘outds>r’’ 
ot. 


A Problem. 


Here, then is a practical question which 
the individual farmer must, feel to be in the 
nature of a problem not to be solved by any 
ready made formula. Both farmers were 
men of more than average intelligence, one 
was a man of exceptional education, the other 
of mature experience. We asked the farmer, 
whose two lots of calves throve in 
inverse ratio to the care expended 
on them, whether a difference in 
constitution might not account for 
the difference in results. Whilst admitting 
this, he felt that the question, should one 
bring one’s cattle under cover in winter, and 
feed them indoofs, or not? was not so easily 
answered as some experts think. What, then, 
in such circumstances, is the average farmer, 
without exceptional education, without un- 
usual ability or experience, to think? We 
should ourselves recommend all farmers to 
keep in close touch with the experts, to study 
their methods, to ponder their advice, neither 
to turn from it because the experts’ business 
is to advise rather than to farm, nor yet to 
assume, even if his advice is the “last word” 
in agricultural theory that it is the only wisdom 
—and infallible. But, and this is the point 
we chiefly want to make, they should not in 
any mood of temporary optimism allow 
their instinct for ploughing a lonely furrow 
to séparate them from their neighbours, but 
should be ready to exchange experiences with 
them ; to give and take advice and to try out 
the expert's theories in the light of their 
neighbours’ experiences. 


Knowledge of Markets Wanted. 


Now, all such balancing up of “pros’’ and 
cons’’ supposes in the farmer an exceptional 
degree of ajertness and mobility of mind. 
Unless a man have either a special gift for 
farming or exceptiona] knowledge of it he can- 
Pnot compete against the specialised efforts of 
foreign and Colonial importers to beat him in 
the British markets. It is at that point that 
the individualism of the average farmer 
brings about failure. Acting entirely on his 
own, the small farmer makes an existence; 
but not a living. Indeed, for most small 
farmers, practice is not enough to bring about 
successful results, without some knowledge 
of modern and up-to-date methods, nor is 
theory valuable to a man who is as yet un- 
skilled in practice. Only in a combination of 
these is there hope. For the average farmer, 
however, the blend of new theory with 
proved practice, is by no means easy. He 
may not have the capital or the ma@hinery 
or other: facilities necessary for much 
experimental work. He may lack the initia- 
tive or the enterprise. With none of these 
last qualities can ‘either the State or any 
outside body supply him.

First, let us consider the effect. on soils of a 
crop of potatoes. If the stalks were burnt 
they would bo found on analysis to contain 
about 30 tbs. of potash. 15 Ibs. of soda, 17 
lbs. of lime, 8 lbs. of phosphoric acid and 
various other substances to the 100 Ibs. of 
ash. if the tubers were also burnt the same 
weight of ash would be found to contain “ó 
lbs. of potash, 3 Ibs. lime and 15 lbs. of phos- 
phoric acid. The stalks are, of course, usu- 
ally burnt, and their constituents thus re- 
turned to the soil; but a considerable loss re- 
mains to be made good before potatoes can 
do weil in the same place again. Here the 
advantage which artificials have over farm- 
yard manure lies in the fact that while the 
latter contains all the necessaries of plant 
food, they are not in the right proportions. 

Artificials, on the other hand, can be 
used exactly as wanted, and their properly 
balanced use, either alone or in: conjunction 
with farmyard mahure, may mean a differ. 
ence of several tons to the acre

lo supply the necessary phosphoric acid 
the superphosphate of lime or basic 
slag are gererally used — the former 
for lime land, the iatter for the heavier 
soils. Basic slag being so slow to Cissolve, it 
should be applied in the autumn or winter for 
the following spring s crops. 

The first fact which renders rotation of 
crops desirable is that most plant diseases 
are peculiar to certain plants. Therefore, \o 
grow them in the same ,ground in successive 
years is to expose them to a risk from 
which they would ctherwise be free. 

The second reason for the desirability of 
rotation is that, though potash, phosphate 
and nitrate are the principal mineral foods 
of all plants, they are required in different 
proportions by different kinds. For instance, 
turnips take more than twice as much potash 
out of the ground as beans or vetches do. lí, 
therefore, wheat is followed by turnips or 
swedes, and barley by vetches, cats, and 
finally clover, a gain in economy and good 
crops 1s practically certain. This way lies 
the future and the full meaning of agriculture 
—in the realisation that the soil is not a 
bank which will henour every cheque drawn 
upon it. We must keep up our balance fully.

On the occasion of a recent visit to Mount 
Melleray the writer was much impressed by 


groundwork in the science and practice of 

riculture at the Agricultural School which 
is attached to the monastery. As these facili- 
ties are not so widely known or appreciated 
as they deserve to be it may not be out of 
place to give a short account of the work 
which is being carried on. ! 

The farm attached to the Agricultural 
school ‘contains approximately thirty acres 0! 
“reclaimed bog land and some yet to be re- 
claimed—about the size of the majority of 
Irish holdings, but much poorer land. ' The 
farm is run on commercial lines under the 
capable direction of Brother Carthage, who 
was an old Glasnevin student with the writer. 
The farm buildings consist of a byre which 
éan accommodate twelve cows, dairy, food 
shed, engine room, implement shed, tool 
house, granary, stables, loose box for calves, 
and a hay shed. The buildings and equipment 
are up to date in every detail, and are ar- 
ranged so as to reduce (boar to a minimum. 
The four-course system is practised, supple- 
mented by green soiling crops for the failing 
pastures in autumn and spring. 


Dairy Stock. 
The dairy herd at present consists of 
eight cows of the Shorthorn type. The milk 
is weighed daily, and tested weekly for butter 
fat. The average yield for the last lactation 
riod was 830 gallons, with 5,8 per cent. 
utter fat. One of the cows is a pure-bred 
dairy Shorthorn and five are on the De- 
partment’s Register. One of the latter gave 
1,260 gallons in the last lactation period with 
4.2 per cent. butter fat. The remaining cows 
are awaiting inspection for the Departments 
Register. The cows are fed on roots, hay 
crushed oats, decorticated

GALWAY PROFESSORS. | 


DEFENCE OF GOVERNMENT’S 
PROPOSAL. 


The committee appointed by University 
College, Galway, to consider all matters of & 
medical nature affecting the College, yesterday 
discussed the situation created by the Govern- 
ment’s announcement of its intention to create 
an Irish Medical Register. 

In view of the extreme public interest in 
the matter the appended statement was pre- 
pared for publication :— 

' * Scare headlines and panic-stricken state- 
ments from Dublin arid Cork may lead the 
Irish people to believe that the proposed 
action of the Government has resulted in the 
nervous breakdown of the profession in Ire- 
land. We desire to correct that impression. 

‘Control of Irish medical matters has been 
in the hands of the British Medical Council, 
on which Ireland has a minority representa- 
tion. That the British Medical Council have 
worked in the interests of the profession is 
not disputed. The time bas now arrived, 
however, when an Irish nation must control 
its own affairs, and this applies to medicine 
as to other matters.

PLEA FOR PROTECTION

A® brief report in yesterday 's Irish 
Times announced that representatives of 
the Scottish and the Northern Ireland 
linen trades had met in conference at 
Dundee on Tuesday and considered the 
effects of unfair foreign competition on the 
linen industry. 

The conference decided unanimously to 
apply to the British Board of Trade for 
the appointment of a Committee of Inquiry 
into the question whether the flax trade 
is entitled to have a duty imposed for the 
safeguarding of the industry. 

Figures illustrating the injurious effect 
of foreign competition on the linen in- 
dustry were quoted by Colonel Adamson, 
of Dundee, who presided at the conference. 
He argued that, if the home trade were 
secure, the cost of production would be 
lowered and British manufacturers wonld 
be in a better position to regain’ their 
export trade. 

Mr. James H. Stirling, of the York Street 
Flax Spinning Company, Ltd., Belfast, we:- 
comed the pro co-operation between the 
Scottish and the Irish traders, and said that 
the lrish trade was almost solid in support 
of the demand for safeguarding of the 
linen industry. Mr. Stirling is Chairman of 
the Irish Flax Trade Committee on the 
safeguarding of the industry. With him at 
the conference were Mr. J. A. Grey, of the 
Falls Flax Spinning Company, Ltd., Chair- 
man of the Flax Spinners’ Association, Ltd., 
Belfast; Mr. F. Anderson, Chairman of the 
Irish Power Loom Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, and Mr. A. Scott, a member of the 
Council of the Association. 

TLLUMINATING DATA. 

In proposing the resolution, Colonel Adam- 
son said that the Scottish trade could not 
hope for success if it was opposed by the 
large and important section of the trade 
centred at Belfast. They had learned that 
the Irish trade had determined, not only to 
go in for a thirty-three and a third per cent. 
safeguarding duty on cloth, but also to apply 
for a duty of ten per cent. on yarn. he 
Scottish Committee had agreed to confine 
themselves, in the first instance, to flax, and 
in the meantime not to deal with other fibres, 
such as hemp, etc. Flax, they claimed, was 
a key industry. 

In Northern Ireland alone there existed 
buildings, plant, stock, etc., of an estima 
value of £30,000,000, and 66,000 insured 
operatives were normal); engaged in the in- 
dustry with 15,000 to 20,000 more employed 
in subsequent processes. During the war 
Northern Ireland supplied 93,000,000 yards of 
linen-fabric for aeroplane wings, and large 
op gm of tent duck and hangar canvas.

short time. In Scotland it was estimated 
that there was, approximately, £18,000,0UU 
sunk in buildings, plant, stock, etc., in con- 
nection with the linen trade. In 1914 the 
number of spindles working on flax and tow 
was 152,547, while in December, 1924, the 
number had sunk to 77,795. Then in 1914 
the looms engaged on linen s numbered 
11,640, while in December, 1924, that number 
had decreased to 5,249—or a 50 per cent. re- 
duction. : 

In 1864 there were something like 102 spin- 
ning mills in Scotland. In 1901 that number 
had dropped to 51, while in 1914 it had 
further reased to 38, and of that number 
at least a further 18, and perhaps 20, had 
been forced to shut down.

protected against the importation of linen 
manufactured in Britain. As the result of a 
duty on foreign-manufactured linen goods, it 
was reasonable to expect an increased sale for 
British-manufactured goods at home. That in 
itself would increase production in British 
factories and help to lessen the dead weight of 
on-costs. 

Mr. A. C. Shields, of Perth, seconded the 
motion, and pleaded that the lighter branch 
of the trade had at least as strong a claim to 
be safeguarded as any other section. 


BELFAST'S SUPPORT. 

Mr. J. H. Stirling, Belfast, said that they 
were pleased to find that the Scottish and the 
Irish trades were working on similar lines. 
They had gone on preparing a case for the 
Irish section, and he was glad to say that the 
feeling in the Irish trade was practically 
unanimous. He said “‘ practically,’ because it 
was not to be expected in Ireland, any more 
than in Scotland, that they would get a body 
of men, so diverse in many ways as the linen 
trade, to take absolutely the same view on 
such a question as this. In Ireland they were 
separate bodies and not one, as in Scotland. 
They had the Spinners’ Association, the 
Manufacturers’ Association, and the 
machinists, with the bleachers, the finishers 
and dyers, who did not come into the question 
directly. The question had been east 
before the Souncils of the Associations, and 
meetings of the full Associations would after- 
wards called. 

The Councils of the Associations—which in- 
cluded representatives of practically all the 
large firms, and contained an overwhelming 
weight of the personnel of the trade—were 
unanimous in every case. The spinners’ meet- 
ing was unanimous, as was also the merchants’, 
although there was a little opposition at the 
Manufacturers’ Association. As near as pos- 
sible, however, the Irish trade was solidly 
with the Scottish trade in this effort. The 
Irish trade felt, just as the Scottish trade did, 
that it would be like going into a fight with 
one hand tied behind their back if the trades 
in both countries did not co-operate. They 
had no separate interests; they all felt the 
pinch of Continental competition, 

It had been said that all they got out of the 
home trade would not be enough to make it 
worth while, but he differed from that re- 
mark. If they could get just a little bit more 
advantage in the home trade it would throw 
back some of their burdens on overhead 
charges on the foreign competitor. [t would 
make them better able to compete in foreign 
markets, and the foreigners less able to com- 

te with the British industry. Consequently 
it gave him much pleasure to support the 
resolution on behalf of the Irish trade.

South America. 


The brilliant scenes which have marked 
the reception of the Prince of Wales in 
South America bring to the world’s atten- 
tion the opulence of South American 
civilisation. Nowhere have modern art 
and invention provided men with richer 
material comforts than in those Southern 
capitals : “oss the ocean. Buenos Aires 
to-day is among the most splendid cities 
of the earth, and the Argentine is one of 
the most ambitious and progressive 
countries. Just a hundred years have 
passed since the domination of Spain over 
her American colonies’ ‘perished and 
nations. sprang into being» These new 
nations of South America suffered the 
difficulties, while they enjoyed the benefits, 
of independence. During the past century 
they were afflicted with political instability 
and frequently came into conflict cne with 
another, The Argentine, Chile and Peru 
quarrelled over the location of “their 
boundaries, but ultimately arbitration by 
the British Sovereign. established peace, 
and treaties were made binding the 
Argentine, Chile, Brazil and Uruguay to 
arbitration in all their disputes and 
to a limitation of armaments. To-day 
travellers specially go far from their paths 
to behold the great statue in the mountain 
pass between the Argentine and Chile—the 
impressive ‘‘ Christ of the Andes '—which 
was erected as a permanent memorial of 
the blessings of international peace. Poli- 
tical. stability, however, was slow in 
growth: The smaller republics offered 
all the encouragement to petty -revolu- 
tionaries which is absent in a large 
political unity, and the South American 
States had good. cause to regret their 
lack of participation in a large, but 
liberal, imperial system. The spirit of 
the governing race of Europe finally 
asserted itself, and in men like the 
Argentine President and the representa- 
tives of South America on the League of 
Nations the Southern Continent has 
statesmen of the first rank. From Spain 
South America received a noble tradition 
in art and letters, and’ in both South 
America has achieved distinction. Among 
the proudest names in modern and 
renascent Spanish literature are those of 
poets, story-tellers and essayists who. learnt 
their Castilian diction and did their work 
without ever seeing the motherland 
A tendency has been manifested in Spain 
to seek a fresh relation with the new 
Spains overseas, and there are men on 
both sides of the Atlantic who dream of 
linking together the Spanish-speaking 
nations in the manner of the States of 
the British Commonwealth. In the decades 
immediately before us, South America is 
likely to become the most progressive of 
the continents. North America is nearer 
to saturation, but the almost illimitable 
pampas of the Argentine cry out for the 
population which is rapidly responding. 
That is of all lands the land of fortune 
and the future. Statesmen and financiers 
have the Argentine of to-morrow ever in 
their minds. That growing nation is 
Britain’s friend, and its welcome to the 
heir of the throne of the British Common- 
wealth promises cordial and mutually 
beneficial -relations with the people of 
these islands. 


French. Railway Accidents. 


Public opinion in France is alarmed by 
the large number of recent railway acci- 
dents. During the last three weeks no 
than thirteen accidents have 
occurred, with a resulting casualty list 
of thirty-four persons killed and 264 
injured. Already the number of such 
casualties for the present year excgeds the 
total for the twelve months of 1924. There 
is much heart-searching on the subject, 
and the Paris Correspondent of The Times 
analyses the various theories which are 
being discussed in the French Press. 
Although eleven’ of the recent accidents

everywhére throughout France, has been 
renewed or improved since the end of the 
war. A far more probable cause of accident 
is the heterogeneous character of the 
rolling’ stock that is used on French 
trains, Forty-ton goods wagons are 
attached to light and old-fashioned 
passenger coaches. At high: speeds the 
lighter carriages begin to jump on the 
rails and, in the event of accident, are 
reduced to matchwood by the heavy

DR. GRFGG AT STOCKHOLM 


CONFERENCE. 
STOCKHOLM, Wednesday. 

The Universal Christian Conference on Life 
and Work opened here to-day. Nearly 600 
delegates were present, representing all the 
Protestant Orthodox munities, except that 
of Russia. After a Service at the Cathedral 
of Stockholm, where the sermon was preached 
by. the Bishop ‘of Winchester, the delegates 
marched in procession to the Royal Palace, 
and a meeting was held in the National Hall, 
at which the King declared the Conference 


he King, in the course of his speech, said— 

‘It is in the hearts of men that we must lay 
the foundation for peace and mutual trust 
within the community, as well as between the 
peoples. It is the high purpose of your Con- 
ference to contribute to the realisation of this 
ideal, with all the spiritual means at the 
disposal of the Church.”’ 

The special representatives from the 
Orthodox American, English and European 
Churches—the Patriarch of Alexandria, Dr. 
Arthur Brown, the Bishop of Winchester and 
Dr, ap rephed to the King's speech. 

The King and Queen afterwards held a 
reception in the Great Gala Hall. 

At the afternoon's meeting the subject of 
discussion. was the obligations of the Church, 
in view of God's purpose for the world, the 
speakers including Dr. Wishart, United 
States, and the Archbishop of Dublin. 

The newspapers display great interest in 
the Conference, and many publish articles in 
English in honour of the occasion. A daily 
bulletin on the work of the Conference is pub- 
lished in English by the Press Bureau of the 
Conference. —(Reuter. )

‘In choosing Switzerland as the scene of 
his ‘holidays, Mr. Amery was making no 
haphazard selection;.for..it so happens 
that his stay there will coincide with the 
discussion of the delimitation of. the 
boundary between Turkey and Iraq.

The Coal Sitaation. ' 


Sir L. Worthington-Evans has broken 
the political silence of the last week or 
so, but without mam" to what the 
country already knows. is optimism as 
to the future of the coal industry is not 
generally shared. A predominant factor 
in this situation is too often overleoked— 
namely, that there are more miners than 
the industry can support. Since the war 
numbers have increased notwithstanding 
the fact that demands for coal have 
diminished owing to substitution of oil as 
fuel. Even if the coal export trade were 
recovered, and trade generally resumed its 
former prosperity, retiecting the prosperity 
of the “ key’’ industry, still many pit- 
workers must remain unemployed. ' Until 
the surplus is absorbed in other directions 
there always will be on the coalfields a 
large fringe of discontent born of unem- 
ployment. This unfortunate section of 
the community presents a fruitful prospect 
for extremist endeavour and exploitation, 
and so long as it remains a floating 
quantity so long will trouble continue. 


The Stockport Election. 


Much interest will attach to the Stock- 
port election. This is the first Conser- 
vative vacancy that has occurred since 
the present Government’s advent to power, 
and, although Mr. Greenwood had a 
thumping majority, the result of the by- 
election may go any way. Stockport is an 
uncertain seat. In 1918 it was repre- 
sented by a Coalition Liberal and a 
Coalition Labour man. After the death 
of one and the resignation of the other an 
election in 1920 resulted in a Conservative 
and a Liberal being returned with virtu- 
ally no difference between the two polls. 
In 1922 the Liberal was on top and the 
Conservative second, and in the following 
year the position was reversed. Last year 
both seats were won by the Conservatives. 
Nothing has yet been done as regards the 
selection of candidates, but it may be 
taken for granted that three will appear 
in the field. 


An Underground Railway. 


Reports from New York mention some 
large figures in connection with the under- 
ground goods railway for London, which, 
it is stated, wil! be financed to the extent 
of fifty per cent. in America. The cost is 
estimated at £32,000,000, and employment 
will be provided for 40,000 men for some 
years. This is the scheme with which, it 
is understood, Sir Arthur du Cros and Mr. 
James White are associated, and is one of 
the purposes for which the Foundlirng 
Hospital site in Bloomsbury was pur- 
chased last week for £1,650,000. 


Grouse and Partridge. 


Letters. from the moors speak of average 
bags of grouse during the opening week of 
the season, and in some districts sport has 
been better than had been anticipated. 
Reports from the partridge districts, how- 
ever, do not promise well. Young birds 
were unable to withstand the alternations 
between cold and heat which marked the 
earlier part of the year, and the sai ah 
of the early summer proved fatal. ow 
far the King’s Sandringham estates have 
been ‘affected is not at present known, but 
other parts of Norfolk have suffered owing 
to the high death-rate among young birds. 


V eather Vagaries. 


Farmers fear that what promises to be 
a “record” harvest may be spoiled by the 
vagaries of the weather. After a spell of 
‘‘second summer ' we are threatened with 
rather a wet period, and there is feverish 
activity throughout the countryside to 
harvest a bumper crop. In some southern 
localities operations have been completed, 
but there is danger that, with much rain, 
the already reaped corn may begin to 
sprout. Haymaking is over, the crops 
being very full. fruit is not so well 
spoken of, and for the third year in suc- 
cession apples are a comparative failure. 
Good reports arrive from the beet-growing 
districts, and, if present progress in that 
phase of agricultural industry is main- 
tained, the time is not far distant when 
the country will be consuming a fair- 
quantity of its own produced sugar. Many 
new beet-sugar factories are in course of 
erection. 


Mr. “ Puseyfoot ’’ Johnson. 


Mr. “ Pussyfoot” Johnson, who has re- 
turned to London after a propaganda tour 
in the Baltic States, brings some interest- 
ing details concerning the progress of pro- 
hibition in those parts. Finland has 
prohibition, and the other countries are 
preparing for it. In Lithuania the Govern- 
ment is “dry,” but the people are not, 
with the result that there is: Government 
control of the sale of liquor. On the 
assumption that the temperance societies 
are the people best fitted to control the 
sale, the Government has handed the busi- 
ness over to them,

Irish Bacon. 


Irish bacon is maintaining its popu- 
larity in England in spite of the higher 
retail prices which have followed upon 
the advance of about ten shillings per 
hundredweight in the wholesale quotation 
during the past three weeks. The in- 
crease in the cost is attributed to smaller 
supplies from Denmark and the United 
States. At one of the large stores to-day 
it was learned that, though Irish bacon 
is dearer than any other, it was just as 
munch in . mand at the higher prices now 
ruling as at the lower prices which obtained 
a month ago. With other commodities, 
of which tea is an excellent example, a 
general rise in price is usually followed 
by a greater demand for lower qualities 
at the prices previously paid; but with 
bacon the best, which is Irish, remains 
in request.

They recommended the Government to 
encourage the producers, in conjunction 
with the shipping companies, to consider 
the problem, as sufficiently rapid transit 
to ensure the marketing of chilled instead 
of frozen meat would be so advantageous 
that it might easily justify the adoption. 
of tha course. 

STORE CATTLE. 

With regard to the importation of live 
cattle, the Committee state that as there 
is undoubtedly a desire on the part of the 
consumer for fresh-killed meat in prefer- 
ence to other varieties, the extension of 
cattle feeding at home is obviously desir- 
able. Therefore, apart from the restric- 
tion imposed to prevent the importation of 
disease, the restrictions on the entrance 
of store cattle are undesirable in the 
interests of the consumer in the United 
Kingdom and of the Empire producer 
overseas. 

“It is particularly undesirable,’ it is 
added, ‘‘to differentiate in restrictive 
legislation between one Dominion and 
another, as is done at present, and we, 
therefore, recommend ,that the existing 
legislation in reference to the importation 
of live cattle into the United Kingdom be 
reconsidered. ”’ 


PREMIER'S STATEMENT. 

The British Prime Minister, on the 
receipt of the ~ report, immediately 
authorised the following statement which 
will be read with considerable interest by 
the cattle trade of the Free State :— 

“ His Majesty's Government will take the 
report of the Imperial Economic Committee 
on Meat most carefully into. consideration, 
together with the general report of the Com- 
mittee, but they feel bound to state at once 
that they cannot see their way to adopt the 
recommendation that the existing legislation

United - teers should be reconsidered, 

.“ This question was fully discussed less 
than two years ago at the Imperial Economic 
Conference of 1905, when Sir: Robert Sanders 
explained on behalf of His Majesty's Govern- 
ment that agricultural interests were strongly 
opposed to any extension of the strict limits 
imposed -by the Importation of Animals Act, 
1902, or even to the. making of an order 
breeding cattle from Canada under 
Section 2 of that Act. | : 

“The Conference recognised that. His 
Majesty’s Government: were fully entitled to 
have regard primarily to the interests of 
their own producers in this matter, cnd con- 
fined its recommendation on this subject to 
a resolution advocating the promotion of 
inter-Imperial trade in pedigree stock 
throughout the Empire on reciprocal terms. 
Effect has been given to this resolution, so 
far as “is Majesty's Government are con- 
cerned, by the passing cf the Importation 
of Pedigree Animals Act: this year. 

‘To-day agricultural interests are as de- 
finitely opposed to any extension of the exis*- 
inz system as they were in 1925, and it is 
not possible to hold out any hope that the 
present Parliament would be ready to take 
the action required to alter the status 
with regard to the importation of live soc 
from the Dominions.” j 

It was stated last night that the fruit 
report of the Imperial Economic Com- 
mittee is not yet completed. The Im- 
perial Economic Committee will, with the 
pcblication of the second report on meat, 
take a short recess, and resume its

EXCURSION BOAT 
EXPLOSION, 


30 DEAD AND 30 IN 
HOSPITAL,

From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


NEWPORT, R.1., Wednesday. 

As a result of the explosion of the boilers 
on the excursion steamer, Mackinac, over 
thirty persons were killed, and the doctors 
fear for the lives of an equal number of badly 
ecalded passengers in hospital. 

The explosion occurred suddenly while the 
steamboat, Mackinac,.. was in front of the 
Naval Statiog, on her way back from Paw- 
tucket, after a day’s outing for mill hands 
belonging to.Messrs, Coats’ Thread Mills at 
Pawtucket. 

Immediately after it occurred naval launches 
and destroyers hurried to the assistance of 
the vessel and took off the passengers who 
were badly burned and conveyed them to the 
Navy Hospital. 

It was the bath of live steam from the ex- 
ploded boilers that caused so many deaths 
and fatal injuries: The list of dead grows 
hourly, ‘as several of Those who were taken 
to hospital have succumbed to their injuries. 

The Rhode Island ‘officials have promised 
to make a stern enguiry into the disaster, as 
it is reported that the boilers were leaking, 
and had been patched up. There was no loud 
explosion, but a prolonged hiss gave a warn- 
ing that there wag something seriously wrong 
with the boilers. 

Many passengers on the decks escaped over- 
board, but of those who happened to be in 
the cabins and engine room, few survive to 
tell their experiences. 

The people on shore saw the vessel first en- 
ica gas what looked like a cloud of smoke, 
which changed quickly, however, to a cloud 
of white steam, and soon completely. hid her, 

Rescue parties put off hastily and picked 
up many who were swimming about near the 
steamer. Women and children were hanging 
over the rail enveloped. in: vapour 3nd. scream- 
ing. 

Among those instantly killed was a popular 
student of Brown University, who had taken 
a temporary job in the engine room for fun. 

The Mackinac was towed to Providence this 
afternoon and docked there for repairs. She 
shows little external injury.

RAILWAYMEN'S DEMANDS.

The persistent rise in the cost of living has 
lately provoked considerable unrest among 
ail classes of German labour.

COST TO TAX PAY ERS, 


WORK JF STUDENTS 
IN HOSPITALS. 
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ae is no sign of any public support 

| for ‘the Free State Government in 
its attempt to isolate tho medical profes- 
sion, and, apart from one or ‘two doctors 
in Waterford ‘and some professors. at 
Galway College, no members of “the ; 
profession have even a half-hearted de- 
fence for the Executive’s proposal. 

The general public—which has every- 
thing to lose and nothing to gain if the 
Government succeeds in setting up the 
proposed separ.te medical register—is 
displaying a keen interest in the matter. 
The subject was brought up yesterday 
at the meeting of the Cork Harbour 
Board, and the consensus of opinion was 
decidedly against the Government, al- 
though the resolution . condemning . its 
action was postponed. 


HOSPITAL WORK. 

A fact generally lost sight of is that the 
everyday work in the ten different clinical 
hospitals in the City of Dublin, not to mention 
those in Cork and Galway, is carried oat’ by 
medical students,’ resident and non-resident, 
under the direction and contro] of either a 
house surgeon or a professor. 
In this manner qualifying students gain™ 
practical experience. Mere book knowledge 
and oral instruction from the most brilliant 
medical authority will not make a man a, 
doctor. He must have full experience of 
handling all kinds of cases, and this he-obtains 
by attending the a agu and bv working in 
them. It is compúlsory for him to take a 
three vears' course of study in the -hospitals, 
for which he pays the hospitals on an average 
36 guineas a year. 

Here he has, every morning during the 
session, to attend a class given by professors 
in the different branches of a doctor's work, 
such as surgery, treatment of diseases and of 
accident cases, etc. 


; 1,400 STUDENTS. 

During the last academic year there were 
approximately 1,400 medical students in the 
Free State, doing their first, second, third, 
fourth and fifth years of study. Swiftiy to 
segregate those doing their first, second, etc., 
years of the course, it ‘is only necessary to 
divide this number by five. 

This means that the hospitals in Dublin 
alone have the free services of between four 
and five hunired medical students each year, 
outside the number of resident students who 
are always, night and day, at the disposal of 
the hospitals and patients, : 

Not only will the hospitals be deprived of 
the benefit of the services of these students, 
but they will also lose the skilled work done 
ratis by the surgeons, physicians and pro- 
Éin, whose knowledge is intensified by the 
wnceasing research work that is essential if 
they are to keep pace with modern improve- 
ments and discoveries. 

When these men go—as go they will—to 
other universities and cities in England or 
Scotland, their places in the hospitals will 
have to be filled by paid men. The same 
hélds true as regards the work now done by 
medical students. 


TAXPAYER WILL BE HIT. 

And the taxpayers will pay—pay heavily 
for less efficiency—and the poor will suffer. 

The effect of the Government's policy of 
dallying with the problem of registration has 
already been felt. 

For the years 1921 and 1922 the average 
number of entries for medical courses in al! 
Ireland was three hundred. These entries 
were received for instruction in the six teach- 
ing centres in the Free State—namely, Trinity 
College, University College, Dublin, and the. 
Colleges of Surgeons and Physicians in Dublin. 
the Galway and Cork University Colleges, and 
the solitary centre in the North—Queen’s 
) University, in Belfast. 

For the year 1923 the number of entries 
showed a very surprising drop to 92—less. 
than 30 per cent. of the average. This is 
accounted for by the fact that it was in the“ 
spring of that vear that the question of regis- 
tration was first mooted. It is an enlighten- 
ing figure as to the number of entries: that 
may be expected next year. 


THE SLUMP. 

Some attempt may be made to explain 
away this heavy drop by pointing out 
that it was in ths year tha the 
General Medical Council first introduced a 
compulsory entrance examination in chemistry 
and physics, but it need only be mentioned 
that the fall in the number of. entries in 
England and Scotland was less than fifty 
per cent. $ 

It must also be borne in mind that this 
medical. crux did not affect Belfast, which 
had its normal quota of entries—about one- 
fourth of the total. 

The following year, 1924, when it was 
thought that the question of registration was 
more or less settled, the entries returned to 
the pre-war average of 218. ! 

During the present year the number of en- 
tries recorded has slumped very heavily, . So 
far, only 119 have been received for all. Ire-

STUDENTS TRANSFERRING. 

Now that the Government's plan of action 
is determined it is most unlikely that there 
will be any further entries on the lists, which 
close next month. 

This, however, is not the only result; 
Already large numbers of students in their 
first, second and third years, particularly the 
former, have dropped out, while the number 
of students’ who are transferring to o:hér 
universities in England, Scotland and to 
Belfast cannot possibly be gauged at the 
moment. 

Another en! ‘‘ering fact as regards the 
panic created among medical students is that 
an enormous number are getting their final 
examifiations antedated. This applies 
especially to those in their fourth and fifth 
(last) yeors. Two hundred students quali- 
fied in their finals so far this year. Yester- 
day e gave th“ instance of the predicamétt 
of the South African students in Trinify 
College. Well over a hundred other students, 
in the different Colleges, are in the same 
quandary, from which the, are striving’ to 
extricate themselves by the same process.
